"That claims to such an extraordinary amount, 
contracted iu so brief a space of time, should 
have been presented against a band of less than 
six hundred ignorant, heedie&s.and easily temp- 
ted Indians, is enough, without further remark, 
it seems to us, to shock the sensibility ot any 
one. The commissioners who investigated those 
claims state that three individuals, who were 
utterly incapable of exercising »«any providence 
or forethought," had been permitted, or ra'h- 
er tempted, to purchase goods, .Vc. to the a- 
mouni of $45,4t)rt 
The claims presented a- 
guinst them, rsspectively, were for $13,974, 
14,»94, and $16,600. 
Aa samples, illustrating

The Royal Mail Steamer Caledonia has 
arrived after a passage of sixteen days, hav- 
ing sailed on the I2lh inst. 
The news is of 
the greatest importance, and will send a thrill 
of joy to the Imurt of every lover of liberty. 
Franco now boasts of a Republican 
Govern- 
ment, and is recognized as such by the 
princi- 
pal Nations of the 
World. 


I'he members of the Provisional Govern- 
ment now established, are celebrated through 
out the world for Genius, Eloquence and 
Science. 
Some of 
them are of almost ro 
mantic integrity, carried away by the elo- 
quence of Lamartine. 


The excited ungovernable mob of Paris, 
threw down their muskets, which in the first 
fury of their new born liberty they had lev- 
eled against the popular leader; and by their 
unanimous shouts, invested ihe Provisional 
Government with the full authority o.'" States. 


PARIS, Feb. 20lh.—Mr. Rush, tha Ambassa- 
dor of the United States, accompanied by Mr. 
Barton, waited on the members of the Pro- 
visional Government, to whom he delivered a 
flattering address, and formally recognized 
the new Government. 


PARIS, March 9th.—Latest advices repre- 
sent the city as tranquil, but the financial cri- 
sis was unabated. 
Eminent houi>es are spo- 
ken of as being in great difficulties, but no 
farther failures are announced. 


Funds have fallen oonsiderably. 
On the 
8th three per cent, opened at 6 0 f , and having 
been done as low as 46f., closed at 471'.; 
while the 5 per cent, opened at 85f. were done 
as low as 74f. and closed at 75f. 


There was no tumult or agitation—all was 
sad and calm. 
Men came and otfered their 
securities for money at whatever price it 
could be obtained, but there was scarcely a 
buyer in market. 


The account of tlic revolution reached Vi- 
enna on the Jst ins:., and produced a pro- 
found impression. 


The Archbishop of Paris, accompanied by 
two Vicar Generals, presented himself to the 
Provisional Government, and gave in his ad- 
hesion, in the name of 
the entire clergy of 
his diocese. 


Eight hundred mercantile firms connected 
with the Paris Bourse, waited on the Provision- 
al Government to ask farther delay of a month 
on the bills due on the 29th, which request 
oeing iefusfed, Ihey had resolved to dismiss 
their darks and workmen, 
and

their determination not to satisfy their engage- 
ments.

bringing dates to the 12th irst. 
The news is

An armistice has been signed, by which it 
is agreed that the Americans are not to occu- 
py any part, of the country not now in their 
possesion ;—the collection of taxes is suspend- 
ed, except those on gaming-houses, liquor- 
shops, and places of amusement;—when elec- 
tions are held at any place occupied by the A- 
inerican forces, they are to withdraw from the 
limits of the town until the election is over.— 
There are a number of other articles, 
giving 
the Mexicans almost the entire nght to the 
government. 


General Lane, we see, left the capital on 
the 17th ult. 
About the fourth day he arri- 
ved at Sequaltaplan. 
Before his arrival,how- 
ever, information reached him that a thousand 
Mexican lancers were posted at that place.— 
When they got opixisite to the first house at 
the edge of the town, a volley of escopette 
balls was fired from the inside. 
The doors 
were forced open, and the assailants killed— 
At the next house, the scene was repeated.— 
The town was then assaulted, the enemy fi- 
ring from every house. 
The enemy was soon 
driven from every position, and collected in a 
body outbide the town pursued by Gen. Lane 
and Col. Hays. 
Tue Mexicans were terribly 
cut up—about 100 of them being killed. In 
the action, the American loss was 1 man kil- 
led, and 4 wounded. 
Fifty prisoners were ta- 
ken ; among them, Capt. iNIontano and two 
lieutenants. 
Lieut. Col. Montano (father of 
the Capt.) and Martinez, a bosom friend of Ja- 
rauta, escaped. 


It was rumored that Gens, Pillow and 
Worth had been restored to their commands. 


Santa Anna was again at Tehuan on the 
12th ; the government had given hirn the pass- 
ports he desired. 
It was supposed that in 
asking it, he intended only to deceive the gov- 
ernment, and to put himself at the head of a 
large body sf troops. 


The court-martial in Worth's case had not 
not convened. 


Advices from Queretaro state that Congress 
was slow in coming together ; at the last meet- 
ng there were but 21 members.
